Claims 60,87; line 5, "towards" has been deleted and replaced by - - and onto - -; line 6, 
after "substrate", the phrase - -electrostatically to form the coating - -. 

Claims 143,163; line 6, "towards" has been deleted and replaced by - - and onto - -; line 
7, after "substrate", the phrase - -electrostatically to form the coating - -. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach nor fairly suggest electrostatically coating a pharmaceutical substrate with a 
pharmaceutically or diagnostically active powder material wherein the substrate is supported 
from above and the powder moves upward and onto the substrate electrostatically to form the 
coating by electrostatic application . The closest prior art of Zador et al teaches to electrostatically 
apply irregular abrasive grain onto wet (maker) coated substrates using electrostatic upward 
propulsion to form fining pads. The reference is not analogous art because 1) the particles 
applied are abrasive grains, and (2) the particles are electrostatically upward propelled but then 
imbedded into the maker coat which adheres the grains rather than moving and applying particles 
electrostatically onto the substrates as claimed by the instant invention. Clearly there is no reason 
to apply abrasive grains on a pharmaceutical substrate, nor is there a suggestion to use 
electrostatic upward propulsion to move and electrostatically apply pharmaceutically or 
diagnostically active powder material onto a substrate to form the coating. It is the Examiner's 
opinion that the Stated Prior Art does not teach, nor fairly suggest to combine, the cited 
references to produce the invention in this Application.
